HERE’S HOW the three-point program 

can make top corn yields: Save the 
stand and you have capacity; kill the 
weeds and you save the moisture and 
plant food for the corn; apply nitrogen 
and you supplement soil supplies and 
secure the top yields that the stand can 
produce.

°51 Could Be Short Of Demand 


ACK in the thirties, suppose somebody 

had said to you: “Next 
going to have 17 per cent more beef per 
person, 14 per cent more veal, and 50 per 
What do you think that 
will do to prices?” 

Any farmer would have 
“Hog prices will go to pieces.

As things were in the this 
farmer would have been right. Consumer 
buying power wasn’t strong enough to 
clean up that much meat at good prices. 

But ask a similar question today: “In 
1951, we’re going to have 17 per cent 
more beef per person than in 1955-39, 
14 per cent more veal, and 30 per cent 
more pork. What will that do to prices?” 

That’s exactly the kind of production 
we expect thru 1951. And yet everybody 
says meat prices will stay strong. Some 
expect that meat prices may run wild 
without vigorous anti-inflation moves.

How Much ‘OME critics of OPS

Meat Was Eaten talking about condi- 
Under OPA? tions in World War 


II under OPA with 
“empty meat cases, ration coupons and 
long lines of people waiting to get meat.” 

Yet many consumers recall that in 
World War II they had more meat to eat 
than ever before in their lives. What they 
remember about OPA is that meat pricé . 
jumped as soon as OPA was taken off. 

[f you take the five OPA years, 1942- 
46, the average civilian consumption per 
person of meat was 147.3 pounds a year. 
In the four years following, 1947-50, the 
average consumption was 147.2 pounds. 
But, in the rationing period, lower income 
folks got more meat. . Distribution was 
more even, altho consumption averaged 
about the same. 

In World War II, we had more dollars 
than meat. We’ll probably be in the same 
situation next winter. How do you give 
everybody a fair share? How do you keep 


prices from going thru the roof? How do 
you keep meat production high? Those 


are tough questions we’ll have to answer.

Folks will have more money, and fewer 
industrial goods on which to spend that 
money. This probably means more cash 
going into beef, milk, butter and pork. 


OR the time being, therefore, farmers 

don’t have to worry about low prices. 
Farm product prices will stay up, as long 
as the cold war and the armament pro- 
gram keep going. 

There will be seasonal changes in price, 
of course. For a time, some farmers may 
find it better business to feed beef cattle 
than to milk cows, or to raise broilers 
rather than pullets. But the over-all level 
of farm products is likely to stay high. 

Farmers who went thru the great de- 
pression find this hard to believe. They 
keep looking ahead to a possible crash. It 
is right that they should be conservative. 
A day may come — possibly in 1953— 
when our war plants are built and when 
things will level off. But, unless we get 
an international peace agreement, de- 
mand seems strong for a while. 


ARMERS have plenty of worries these 

days. but ‘a price slump isn’t one of 
them. Controls, labor, feed are the tough 
nuts to crack. Not to mention weather. 
3ut don’t lose sleep over a price drop.

In 1951 anybody talks about 

farm profits. As Wale 


laces’ Farmer and Iowa Homestead has 
pointed out repeatedly, farm profits have 
declined since the 1947 peak, and have 
ot kept pace with wages of labor and 
profits of business. But you can’t get 
anybody in town to believe it. 

Now, according to some economists, the 
prospects are that net farm income—for 
the whole nation—may this year come 
close to the record year of 1947. 

Even if these economists are right, this 
doesn’t mean every farmer is likely to get 
the same profit he got in 1947. Up to 
the time of the rollback, beef men were 
head of hog raisers and dairymen. And 
a lot depends on whether costs of farming 
are held steady or shoot up again. 

Yet, in spite of weather and controls, 
it looks like a profitable year for many 
farmers. Full of exasperation, but reason- 
ably loaded with cash. 


What Does A NE thing the coun- 

try needs is more 
Good Landlord good landlords. We

The Iowa Farmers Home Administra- 
tion says that a good landlord uses a 
written lease, encourages and helps the 
tenant to carry out improved farm prac- 
tices, provides adequate housing, and 
treats the tenant like a human being and 
a business partner. 

That last point may be worth empha- 
sizing. 

So long as from one-third to one-half 
of corn belt farms are rented, landlords 
will be mighty important.

If vou use an upright silo, be sure it has 
extra reinforcement. There’s a lot of pres- 
sure to grass silage. If you are going to fill 
an upright silo with grass silage, have 
plenty of horses on the blower. It isn’t 
easy stuff to hoist up and over. 


That’s why many farmers use up- 
rights for corn silage and put their 
extra grass silage in trenches or sur- 
face silos. 


Another advantage to grass silage is 
appreciated by dairymen who have extra 
grass in June, are short by August. They 
can put extra June feed into the silo. 

Then, by August it is “silage” and can 
be used to boost milk production. 

The silo can be refilled in the fall with 
corn, corn and beans, or whatever is avail- 
able.

Had ‘Time ‘To Wean Pigs? 


Don’t Rush Sows Off To Market Just 
Because You Are Busy In The Field 


ITH every minute precious at this 

time of the year, weaning pigs is 

a job easy to neglect. You may 
have so much field work you'll be like the 
Jasper county, Iowa, man who said: 

“No, I haven’t weaned my pigs yet 
They’re old enough, but I haven’t had the 
time. Guess I'll have to call a truck and 
sell the sows; then the pigs will be 
weaned.” 

That’s one way to get the pigs weaned. 
But often it isn’t the most profitable way. 
Usually, wet sows sell for a lot less per 
hundred pounds. And if you smooth up 
the sows, you often get rapid gains in 
weight as well as a boost in price. 


Certainly, the smoothing up of wet 
sows at this time of the year is profit- 
able enough so you always find a few 
men in every county who buy wet 
sows for feeding. And are willing to 
run the roads to find them. 


Later, facing the usual September de- 
cline in sow prices, the risk of a falling 
sow market might offset any advantages. 

So it usually will pay you to take time 
to fix a place to hold your sows after you 
wean spring pigs. 

You will need shade. And a plentiful 
supply of water. You can use pasture or 
not. Most sows headed for market go 
into the dry lot. 

On the other hand, if you are going to 
raise fall pigs you probably will want to 
give the sows some good legume pasture 
of their own. And again shade and plenty 
of water. You won’t have to feed so heav- 
ily, but you will want to build them up 
with a good ration. 

If you do want fall pigs, it’s not too late 
to get going on the project. Sows bred 


now will farrow about the first of October.

Taking the spring pigs off your sows 
and breeding the sows back also helps 
you hedge a little. You can keep the sows 
around a while, with an eye on the corn 
crop, the market and government rules. 
You can still get out of the fall pig busi- 
ness six weeks from now. 

Weaning time is important in the life 
of your pigs, too. From then on it’s up to 
you and the pigs; the sows aren’t going to 
be any more help on that crop of pork. 

Big self-feeders are an advantage when 
you are behind with your farming. You 
can fill the feeders once a week or so, and 
the pigs always get their meals on time. 

But keep the feeders full. And if you 


those feeders full, too. You hear a let 
about good legume pasture saving on pro- 
tein feed. 

And it does. But it saves only so much. 
You still need to balance things up. Right 
after weaning, a pig just can’t hold 
enough grass to meet all his protein re- 
quirements. 

You also want plenty of room for the 
pigs at the feeders. Growing pigs-should 
have about one foot of feeder space for 
each three pigs. 

Plenty of fresh water is another must. 
Again, you can short the pigs on water if 
there isn’t enough room for them to drink. 
One ordinary waterer will do for about 
25 growing pigs. 

A lot of hog raisers started last spring 
with the best intentions in the world. 
But the heavy pressure of field werk 
tempts you to slack off in the care of 
your hogs—to throw too many pigs into 
one lot, for example. 


An acre of good legume pasture 
should be about right for 25 to 30 
pigs. And 100 pigs in a bunch is 
usually enough—sometimes a few too 
many if they didn’t farrow in a short 
period. 


That means providing little pastures 
of four or five acres each, with extra 
feeders and waterers. It also means ex- 
tra fencing, more stops to cheek feeders 
and so on. But usually it is worth while. 
It helps to avoid runts caused by over- 
crowding. 

Shade is another item to help put pork 
on your pigs. It need not be fancy. But 
a shade should be big enough for all the 
pigs. A portable shade helps avoid mud- 
holes and dust wallows. 

On the subject of hog wallows, all the 
rain we have had this spring has made 
it almost impossible to keep the pigs out 
of the mud and filth in the hog lots. 
So look out for worms—they may be more 
of a problem than usual. 

Modern worm expellers are easy to 
use. Worming costs only a few cents 
per pig. And this is the time to get that 
job done, too. If your pigs are wormy, 
knock the worms out before they waste 
any more feed.

Old Weather Signs 
Not All Bad 


Ring Around Moon and Grandpa's Aching 


Joints Mean There Is Moisture In The Air 


"  enagedb gerne rheumatism 
may tell when it’s likely to 


rain. So may a ring around the 
moon. The east wind is another 
sign of wet weather. And dry 


weather .is indicated by steady 
west winds. 

But the slant of the half moon 
has nothing to do with wet or dry 
weather. A rain on Monday doesn’t 
mean three more days of rain. The 
thickness of rabbit fur or corn 
husks tells nothing about the com- 
ing winter. 

So says Gerald L. Barger, lowa 
State College weather expert. He 
separates the good weather signs 
from the bad in an article in 
“Farm Science,” a college publica- 
tion. 

Dampness in the air may make 


the rheumatic joint give trouble. 


At least, it’s not difficult to pre- 
sume that, says Barger. And moist 
air is one necessary condition for 
rain. Therefore, the rheumatic 
flare-up is a weather sign that 
may have a basis in fact. 

An east wind is a _ better 
sign. It indicates a low pres- 
sure area is passing south of 
you. And a “low” to the south 
means that moist air will be 
carried from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico up over cooler air at the 
ground level. 

All rainfall results from the fact 
that warm air will hold more wa- 
ter than cool air. And when moist 
air is cooled, the water condenses 
and falls. 

So the east wind makes two con- 
ditions that ordinarily bring rain. 
First, the east wind is a sign that 
moist air is coming into the re- 
gion. Second, that moist air will 
be cooled and water squeezed out. 

The ring around the moon or 
the sun also indicates moisture 
in the air. The ring is really a 
reflection from ice crystals in

cirrus clouds. These clouds are 
so high that they are above the 
freezing level. 

All three of these signs Barger 
calls good signs of rain. They are 
based on the fact that the air con- 
tains moisture which may con- 
dense and fall. 

But some weather signs, he 
Says, are based on fable. Or per- 
haps on imagination. 

“It’s a wet moon.” Barger asks 
which is a wet moon—the one 
that is tipped to hold the water in, 
or the one that will pour the water 
out? Then he gets definite. 


“The phase of the moon 
holds no known relationship 
to the weather—wet or dry, 
hot or cold.” Weather fore- 
casters, he says, would be 
glad to make use of the moon 
if it told them anything. 


“If it rains on Monday,” some 
say, “it will rain for three days.” 
Or, “A rain on Easter Sunday 
means that it will rain on the next 
seven Sundays.” 

Rains do tend to come on cor: 


secutive days, Barger says. So§ 


if it rains on Monday or Wednes 
day, it may be several days be 
fore clear weather comes again. 

But rain on Monday or Easter 
means no more than rain on any 
other day. That’s what the weath- 
er students say, with 70 years of 
records to back them up. 

Thick fur on the rabbits, oF 
thick husks on the corn, indicate 
what the summer and fall have 
been—not what the winter wil 
be, says Barger. “Animals and 
plants respond to conditions they 
have already experienced.” 

So watch out for wind direction 
and other signs of moisture in the 
air if you want to follow good 
signs. And these ar 
good for only a few days in a¢ 
vance, says Barger.

Wet Spring Helps 


Some Pests 


Borer Status In Doubt; Cutworms. Flies 
Liked The Weather; Hoppers Not Serious 


YOME of Iowa’s worst pests real- 
ly enjoyed the wet spring 
weather, Cutworms, for example, 
were found in abundance in all 
kinds of soil samples taken by 
Iowa State College entomologists. 
Harold E. Gunderson, extension 
entomologist, says the cutworms 
seemed about as plentiful in old 
corn land as in sod ground 
He savs, however, that trouble 
from them will be out of the way 
by the middle of June. The cut- 
worms will-pupate about then and 
no longer feed on corn 
Keep an eye on your corn, tho. 


Cutworms can be stopped in their 
tracks by toxaphene. Apply it at 
two pounds per acre with spray 
nozzles set to treat a 12-inch band 
over the corn ro 

You can use fro 5 to 10 gal- 


lons of water per And good 
results have been had with air 
applications with as little as two 
gallons of water per acre. 

Maybe you can’t buy toxa- 
phene. In that case, you can 
use one pound of DDT per 
acre, applied the same way. 
Only trouble is that DDT is so 
slow the cutworms can still 
harm you. Toxaphene acts 
within 24 hours; DDT in from 

_ 48 to 72 hours. 


Horn flies are starting to worry 
cattle now. This has been a good 
spring to hatch out a host of flies. 
There are two fly-control steps 
that should be taken right away:

— methoxy-

Second and cheapest step is to 
clean things up. Get rid of ma- 
nure piles, stack butts, accumula- 
tions of feed or debris in damp 
corners.

You can start with this. There 
is plenty of borer seed-stock 
around. The college entomologists 
found their first pupae on May 17. 
Normally, that would mean the 
first moths by June 1; a peak of 
moths by June 8, and the peak of 
egg-laying by June 15, 

Consider, tho, that about 1 per 
cent, or 100,000 acres, of corn was 
in the ground on May 9; 10 pet 
cent, or one million acres, on May 
16. Corn normally is ready fot 
borers in about 40 days; that is, 
corn planted May 10 usually gets 
eggs laid on it about June 20. 


“Now,” as Gunderson says, 
“will the borer act as normal 
this year? Or will he hold 
back? Will cool weather or 
some other factor slow him 
down so moths are ready to 
lay eggs later, when the bulk 
of Towa’s corn is ready? We'll 
know next fall.” 


As Gunderson sees it, several 
things could happen. If moths 
emerge and lay eggs as_ usual, 


the first 100,000 acres of corn, or 
perhaps the first million planted, 
are due for plenty of rough infes- 
tation by the first brood, and will 
need treatment. 

And the later corn, another nine 
million acres or so, ought to be in 
the prime for the second brood. If 
that happens, Iowa is going to be 
awfully short of air equipment and 
high-clearance sprayers. 

Or will something slow up the 
they have a_ normal 
amount of early corn for the first 
brood and a more equal amount 
for the second brood? 

Grasshoppers don’t look too s& 
rious in lowa this season. Gunder- 
son says, however, it always pays 
the individual farmer to keep his 
eye on fence rows and pastures. 

If you find new hoppers at the 
rate of 20 or so per square yard 
as you walk thru a hatching area, 
it might be wise to give them 4 
taste of toxaphene or chlordane.

Calves Die Week 
After Birth 
To the Editor: Our calves 
look healthy when born. But 
in a few days they quit drink- 
ing milk. They get the scours 
and die about a week after 
birth. What can we do to pre- 
vent this?—R. S., Winneshiek 
County, Iowa. 
Scours may be caused by a num- 
ber of things. But most usual 
cause is either improper feeding 


and management or a highly in- 
fectious germ in the barn or calf 
stalls.

(One gallon of 
milk weighs 8.6 pounds.) High- 
testing milk should be fed at the 
rate of .6 of a pound of milk pel 
10 pounds of live weight. It is 
generally better to underfeed than 
overfeed. 


You can substitute skim-milk 
for whole milk when the calf is 
about three weeks old. But shift 
to skim-milk gradually. You can 


gradually increase the amount of 
skim-milk until at about three 
months of age the caif is getting 
12 to 16 pounds of milk daily. 

If the highly infectious type of 
scours is causing your trouble, the 
calves just about have to be 
dropped in buildings where no 
calves have been before, such as 
the hen house or hog house.

Cattle Men Didn’t 
Get Panicky 


Problem Now Is To Figure How To Feed 
Cattle Profitably Under Price Controls 


HEN the beef cattle rollback 

was announced, most people 
expected things to happen in the 
cattle market. 

It was believed that farmers 
would rush cattle to market ahead 
of the May 20 rollback date. Some 
thought a flood of cattle would 
force prices down below the roll- 
back ceilings. Then controls would 
be inoperative. 

But farmers ‘didn’t rush cattle to 
market. Receipts at 12 markets for 
the week ending May 12 were 45,- 
000 head below the week before. 
Cattle received were 30,000 head 
below the same week of 1950. 

It’s true that prices dipped 
sharply in the first week after the 
rollback announcement. In spots 
prices reached rollback levels. 
Then, in the next week, prices re- 
covered on light receipts. 


On May 20, the day the roll- 
back went into effect, receipts 
were light and beef cattle 
prices were higher at most 
markets. Packers appeared to 
be paying above ceiling prices 
for cattle. 


Under the rollback order, cattle 
can be bought above ceilings for 
part of a month or part of an 
accounting period. But, if that is 
done, below-ceiling purchases must 
make the average no higher than 
ceilings for the period. 

May is a poor time to judge the 
stocker and feeder market. But 
there is little evidence that the 
rollback made any drastic change, 
Prices were lower the first week. 
Some said $2 to $3 lower. 

But feeder prices gained the 
second week after the price order 
was announced. Short yearlings 
were reported selling at $40. These 
were choice, of course. 

What does this market reaction 
mean? A few things seem quite 
clear. 

For one thing, farmers and 
ranchers are not particularly ex- 
cited. It may be that cattle pro- 








ducers do not believe that the price 
controls will stick. They may think 
that congress will end the rollback. 
Or that black markets will take 
the cattle at prices above the roll- 
back level. 

Or some may think that they 
can operate within the price range 
set up for beef cattle. Feeder cat- 
tle for next year’s feeding have 
not been bought yet. 

It has been suggested that up- 
grading of beef carcasses might 
occur. If so, packers might be able 
to pay almost present prices and 
still be under the ceiling level. 
Live cattle price ceilings are based 
on grades of dressed beef. 

Are these safe assumptions? 
Should you as a cattle feeder con- 
tinue to ignore the price rollback? 


The answer is “yes” for the 
cattle you have on feed. Cattle 
feeders have been smart in 
keeping cattle receipts down 
so far. A rush to market would 
have been harmful when the 
ceilings were announced. It 
would still be poor policy. 


So for cattle on hand in the feed- 
yards it would seem like good 
business to feed about as you had 
intended. An exception might be 
made if you saw a chance to take 
a sure profit. 

But when you buy feeders, the 
price rollback should be consid- 
ered. Based on Illinois feeder stud- 
ies and present costs, it has been 
estimated that you can’t pay more 
than the following prices for 
feeder cattle and expect to make 
money: 

With ceilings as they are set up, 
you might come out on choice 
calves bought at $38 to $40 per 
hundred; choice light yearlings at 
$31 to $32; choice heavy steers at 
$28 to $29. 

In the week ending May 10, this 
year, feeder cattle prices at five 
markets averaged $32.54. In the 
corresponding week of 1950 the 
average price was $26.50.

Get Extra Pasture 
From Sudan 


Right now, when pastures 
are green and lush, they often 
look as tho the cows would 
never catch up with them. But 
that won't be the case. 


In spite of alfalfa-brome, clover 
and all the other good mixtures, 
the agronomists still don’t have 
the perfect answer for the hot, dry 
six to eight weeks from the mid- 
dle of July until it rains and cools 
off in September. 

And there aren’t enough of these 
improved pastures anyway. 

If you want to avoid a summer 
shortage, or think you may wel- 


come a few extra acres of lush 
pasture in August, try sudan 


grass. Let it get a good start and it 
will hold up well during the late 
summer, 

Some farmers object to sudan 
because it is slow to start. But it 
grows fast on good soil, does well 
in hot, dry weather. And, planted 
around the first of June, it should 
be knee-high in six weeks. 

You can use your grain drill or 
broadcast seeder set at the rate of 
30 to 35 pounds of seed per acre. 


Biggest objection to sudan 
is the danger of prussic acid 
poisoning. That danger does 
exist. Some of the new “sweet” 
strains are said to be less dan- 
gerous than the older kinds. 


You can avoid most of the dan- 
ger by not pasturing until the 
sudan is at least two feet tall. If 
you hit a spell of bad dry weather 
followed by rain, when there is a 
chance for a lot of new growth, 
keep the cows out. It’s the new 
growth which kills cows. 


Same in the fall after frost. 
Keep the cows out. The frozen 
sudan won’t kill your cows. But 
the new shoots or leaves which 


may appear afterward can be 


pe yisonous.

1 avert can farmers count on in 

future legislation and regula- 
tions affecting their business? Not 
much. Congress and OPS are like 
corn belt weather. You never 
know what they are going to do 
next. 

But for the guidance of readers, 


the editors of WF and IH have 
sorted over many reports and 


brought together the best answers 
they can find to the questions 
farmers are asking. 
Are price and wage controls 
going to end on June 30? 


The betting is that some kind of 
control act will be continued. Pres- 


ent act may be extended for a 
month or two, while congress 
fights over the form of the new 


law. 


If we have an extension of 
the control act, is there any 
chance of exempting beef—or 
other farm products—from its 
provisions? 


No. Food is too big an item in 
the cost of living. Consumers will 
insist on including farm products. 
Beef, under present roll-backs, will 
level out at around 135 per cent of 
parity. Consumers say: “If parity 
is fair, what’s wrong with 135 per 
cent of parity?” 


But what feeder cattle cost 
determines what corn belt 
farmers must get for beef. 
Don’t consumers and their con- 
gressmen realize this? 


No. Consumers lump corn belt 
and range men together, and for- 
get that their problems are differ- 
ent. Cattlemen themselves con- 
tribute to this confusion. 


How do the farm organiza- 
tions stand on the price con- 
trol act? 


In general, they object to con- 
trols. The Grange adds “price 
controls shoyld not be used except 
where real shortages exist and 
then only when accompanied by 
rationing.” 

Herschel D. Newsom of the 
Grange accuses DiSalle of bad 
faith in the recent roll-back. New- 
som claims livestock men were as- 
Sured, weeks before the roll-back, 
that there would be no drastic cut. 
As a result, New 
farmers went out and bought feed- 
ers at high prices.

Why talk about beef all the 
time?

What about 
butter prospects? 


Consumers are buying more fluid 
milk.

Farm organizations don’t want 
ceilings anyway, but if ceilings are 
used, the farm groups claim that 
parity should be figured out every 
month and the ceiling changed ac 
cordingly.

Farms will consume twice as 
much power as the factories 
of the United States in 1951.

Livestock Numbers Are Increasing. W hat 
About The Consumer Market In 1955-60? 


Livestock men like to look a 
good way ahead as they plan 
their farming. How do things 
look in 1955 and later? Wal- 
laces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead has asked Dr. Sherman 
Johnson, assistant chief of the 
Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, to answer 
some questions in this field, 


| adngis before the Korean war, 


“ Sherman Johnson was looking 


ahead to better markets rather 
than surpluses. As a specialist in 
farm management, he has great 


hopes that farmers can expand 
production. And he believes the 
market will be there to take care 
of increased production. 

Here are some questions you 
would like to ask Johnson if you 
had him with you at the kitchen 
table over a cup of coffee: 

Everybody seems to want more 
farm products, meat, cotton, al- 
most everything. But haven’t we 
increased production a lot al- 
ready? 

Yes. Farm production now is at 
a level about 40 per cent higher 
than it was before World War II. 
Crop production per acre is up 27 
per cent above 1935-39. Livestock 
production per breeding animal is 
up 18 per cent. 

Then how do we get more crops 
and more livestock produced? 

A lot of things have been learned 
by college USDA experiment sta- 
tions lately that haven’t yet been 
taken up by farmers. We'll use 
more labor-saving machines, more 
fertilizer, more pesticides. It can 
be done, but more labor-saving 
machines, more fertilizer and oth- 
er production materials must be 
available to farmers. 

Before farmers spend a lot of 
money to get set for increased pro- 
duction, they’d like to know how 
Icng these good markets will last. 


Demand for farm products 
will remain high as long as we 
maintain a high level of de- 
fense. If chances for peace get 
better, and defense expendi- 
tures are cut down, we have 
two factors remaining which 
should help Keep farm prices 
strong. 


What are they? 

Growth in population and con- 
sumer purchasing power. In 1940, 
the U. S. had 132 million people. 
Today, the number is up 20 mil- 
lion to a total of 152 million. By 
1955, we’re likely to have eight 
million more. 

That’s a lot of people, I admit. 
How much will they eat? 

They are consuming more food 
now than they used to. If folks 
weren’t buying more, we'd still 
have a 15 per cent increase in food 
consumption since 1940. But con- 
sumption per person is up to 112 
per cent of 1935-39. Put those to- 
gether and you get a 20 per cent 
increase in the demand for food 
in the 10 years since 1940. 

What does this mean for live- 
stock men? 

Look ahead to 1955. If popula- 
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tion increases as expected, and 
consumption of meat per person 
stays the same, we’d be using 5 
per cent more meat than now. But 
suppose higher payrolls push meat 
ccnsumption up to the 1947 level. 
By 1955, we might have a good 
market for 15 per cent more meat 
than was produced in 1950. 

What would that mean for 
cattle? 

If beef production went up 15 
per cent, we’d need- an increase 
from S4 million head of cattle in 
1851 to 92 million in 1955. And 
we'd need more land in hay and

grass and more production from 
all hay and grass land. 

How do we know that consumer 
buying power will stay high? If 
payrolls flattened out, these stock 
men would take a beating. 

That’s always a risk. Yet I think 
most of us haven’t paid enough 
attention to the way population is 
increasing, and the amount of 
meat folks will eat when they get 
a chance. As I said before, as long 
as defense expenditures continue 


heavy, markets look good for 
farmers. And after defense ex- 


penditures slack off, our increased 
population and their new food- 
buying habits will play a big part 
in keeping farm income up. 





Spray To Control 
Tomato Blight 


To the Editor: What would 
cause my tomatoes to get 
black spots and fall off before 
getting ripe? — J. C., Bremer 
County, Iowa, 

Your description is typical of 
the late blight disease of tomatoes. 
Acording to USDA plant special- 
ists, this blight can be controlled 
by spraying with copper fungi- 
cides. Some’of these are copper 
oxychloride sulfate, cuprous oxide, 
tribasic copper sulfate, and copper 
oxychloride. 

There are other commercial 
spray mixtures that will control 
tomato blight. Bordeaux mixture 
will also control the blight. But 
Eordeaux mixture should not be 
used during the early part of the 
season, or it may injure the plants.

Argentine doctors doing re- 
search at the University of 
Cordoba medical school, re- 
porting in El Dia Medico, of 
Buenos Aires, say a combina- 
tion of terramycin and dihy- 
drostreptomycin will clear up 
brucellosis and prevent re- 
lapse in the patient. 


The development of new anti- 
biotics has meant a great deal to 
hundreds of farmers, veterinari- 
ans and packing house workers in 
Icwa and other parts of the United 
States. 

3rucellosis in humans, referred 
to here as undulant or malta fever, 
means intense suffering in severe 
cases. Aureomycin was one of the 
first antibiotics to be widely used 
in undulant fever control. 

This is a particularly danger- 
ous time of the year in Iowa; you 
can get malta fever from drinking 


|milk from a Bang’s infected cow; 


but the odds are about six or 
seven out of ten you’ll pick up the 
hog type from working around 
swine,

First thing Harold worried about was the trouble many farm- 
ers have in trying to jam big machinery thru inadequate doors. 
He licked that one by putting a 12-foot door in the end of the

In the second place, Demme! didn’t want to put up the usual 
shed, then sit by and watch the roof collapse and the heavy doors 
To provide a roof that would withstand strong 
winds, he used 2x8 rafters and ran braces from crossties to rafters 
on both sides of the roof as well as in the center. 

To avoid door sagging, Harold hung doors on double 2x10’s 
and reinforced them with three 2x6’s.

USDA Extends Program To Finance 
Building Of Storage For Farm Grains 


Dyers and bin loans for farm 

storage of grain will be avail- 
able to you for another year. So 
will loans for crop dryers. The 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
has extended these loan privileges 
until June 30, 1952. 

Loans to build or purchase 
grain storage are available to 

ner-operators, landlords, ten- 
nts or partnerships of producers. 

Eligible grains include corn, oats, 
rye, barley, grain sorghums and 
soybeans, 

Loans may cover 85 per cent of 
the cost of storage structures, In- 
terest rate is 4 per cent. Payment 
is in five annual installments, or 
earlier, at the option of the bor- 
rower, 

First installment on loans made 
prior to July 1 will be due January 

1952. On loans made during 

the period from July 1, 1951, to 
June 30, 1952, the first repayment 
installment will become due on 
January 31, 1953. 

Your county PMA commit- 
tee can give further details 
about the loans for grain stor- 
age buildings. Also about the 
second loan program, which 
includes the purchase of crop 
dryers, 

The loan for crop dryers is also 

stricted to producers of grains, 

t producers include landlords. 
t must be for a new mobile-type 

yer that can be moved from one 

ib to another. 

The maximum loan will be 75 

cent of the delivered cost of 

e dryer.

These loan applications will be 
accepted by county PMA commit- 
tees thru June 30, 1952. Loans 
may be direct from Commodity 
Credit Corporation. There is also 
a provision for guaranteed loans 
thru local banks. 





Liquid Manure 
Is Valuable 


Few farmers would buy fer- 
tilizer, then dump it down the 
drain. But many buy fertilizer 
and let quantities of nitrogen 
and potassium in liquid ma- 
nure go to waste. 


You don’t need an elaborate cis- 
tern, or system of pipes, to collect 
the liquid manure from your cow 
barn gutters. And the liquid is 
relatively high in nitrogen and 
potassium. Too, the plant foods 
are more quickly available and 
give pastures a faster boost. 

One Ohio farmer, with a 10-cow 
dairy herd, reports that he gets a 
300-gallon tank full of liquid ma- 
nure in about three weeks. 

He uses a discarded gasoline 
tank on a running-gear, The 
ground slopes steeply behind his 
barn. So a section of old well cas- 
ing is used to carry the liquid 
from the gutter to the trailer, 

He has a valve at the rear of the 
tank, with a fan-shaped piece of 
shtet metal under the valve. This 
helps spread the liquid as the 
trailer is pulled over the pasture. 

After a short time, the poor 
spots of grass where the liquid is 
applied turn into the best pasture 
in the field, this dairyman says.

or do you enjoy the saddle- 
brown color it gets as you pour 
country-fresh cream into it? 

Any time of the year, coffee cre- 
ates an inviting aroma as it cooks, 
perks, drips or goes up and comes 
down again in your glass coffee 
maker. 

There are many ways of making 
coffee—and there are just as many 
contraptions on the market for 
making it. The old enamel] coffee- 
pot is about the simplest utensil 
coffee is made in. 

You combine boiling water and 
coffee, stir, simmer slowly a few 
minutes, then allow it to settle. 
Overcooking is likely to make it 
muddy-looking and bitter. 

Egg-white added to the coffee 
grounds usually produces a clear 
coffee. This is a good way to make 
coffee for a crowd. It retains a 
good flavor for a long time. 


The coffee may be mixed 
with the egg ahead of time. 
It’s best to start the coffee 
with cold water,-even tho the 
whole amount isn’t added at 
the beginning. 


One pound of regular-grind cof- 
fee makes from 40 to 50 cups of 
coffee. When it comes to a boil, 
turn the heat as low as possible 
and simmer seven minutes, cov- 
ered. Let it settle from five to sev- 
en minutes and you'll have clear 
coffee with a good flavor. 
Percolators resemble the coffee- 
pot, but the method is different. 
Water rises up thru a center tube 
and trickles down over the coffee. 
In some percolators, perforated 
covers fit over the top of the cof- 
fee baskets that hold the grounds. 
They keep ground coffee from be- 
ing forced out of the container if 
the coffee is percolating too fast. 
Drip coffee is the simplest to 
make. The middle section holds 
the coffee. The upper section has a 
few tiny holes in it to let the boil- 
ing water seep thru slowly over 
the grounds. The finished product 
is collected in the lower part. 

The vacuum coffee maker is one 
of the newest, but a favorite with 
many. You can see everything 
that’s going on. Water is placed in 
the lower bowl, coffee in the up- 
per. The pressure from the steam 
forces most of the water up where 
the grounds are. 

After a few minutes, it is re- 
moved from the heat. The cooling 
lowers the pressure and the liquid 
goes back into the lower bowl.

Ironing The 
Easy Way 


A= years of weekly ironing, 
I’ve discovered many new 
tricks to make this job a more 
pleasant one. 
I’ve found there is no need to 
have hot, burning feet from hours 
of standing while ironing. In ad- 
vance, I take a foot bath by plung- 
ing my feet in a pan of very warm 
water, then in a pan of cold wa- 
ter—repeating three or four times. 
‘Then rinse and wipe dry. 
I put on a pair of clean anklets 
and slip into a comfortable pair 
of open wedgies. 

Different fabrics and trimmings 
call for different attention. For 
instance, when ironing a garment 
trimmed with rickrack, turn the 
garment inside out and iron on 
underside of rickrack area. In this 
way, none of the points will be 
turned up. 

Any article that decorated 
with fringe needs a stiff brushing 
to smooth it out when ironing it. 

When ironing rayon or other 
sheer blouses that dry out quick- 
ly, I place a wet cloth on the iron- 
ing board and iron the blouse over 
it. This is easier and quicker than 
when a damp cloth is spread over 
the blouse. 











APRICOT-STRAWBERRY JAM 


2 Ibs. apricots (about 24 medium -sized) 
2% baskets strawberries (about 1'4 Ibs.) 
6 cups Beet Sugar . 

% teaspoon almond extract 


Wash, halve and pit unpeeled apricots; 
put through food chopper using coarse 
knife. Measure 6 cups. Wash, drain 

and hull strawberries; cut in half 
lengthwise. Measure 32 cups. Blend 
measured fruits and Beet Sugar together 
in large preserving kettle.

While slip-covers are still slight- | 
ly damp, I iron the flounces only, 
and work the slip-covers into place 
over the chairs or davenport. This 
saves an extra ironing and pro- 
duces a better fit. And it cuts 
down in shrinkage. 

I have a pair of scissors hanging 
on my ironing board as I do the 
weekly ironing. So often, there is 
a raveling that needs clipping, and 
with a pair of scissors in reach it 
is easily and quickly removed. The 
garment does not have to be re- 
handled after the ironing is com- 
peted. 

I set aside all pieces that need 
mending as I iron them, and if I 
have time after the ironing 
done I sit down and mend them. 
With this easier ironing day, I am 
usually able to accomplish both 
my ironing and mending, too.— 
Mrs. O. C. 














STRAWBERRY PRESERVES

With Good Equipment, Careful Planning, 
You Can Get Work Done In Half The Time 


F YOU work hard 

for your young chickens 
summer, you probably won't 
paid for the extra labor. 

When labor is scarce and every 
minute counts, it’s smart to cut 
corners wherever you can. And, 
with a good management program, 
you can do your chicken chores 
in half the time and yet do an 
excellent job. 

It’s high time that farm women 
who care for the chickens resolve 
to purchase the same quality of 
labor-saving equipment that men 
use in caring for their farm crops 
and livestock. It’s no wonder 
many poultry raisers get tired and 
discouraged when they don’t have 
the right with which to 
work.

Do you have a summer shelter 
where the birds have enough 
room in which to grow and in 


which they won’t suffer from heat 
during the hot summer nights? If 
haven’t, you'll probably lose

these conditions during the hot 
weather will lose weight instead 
of gaining. 

The shelter also is useful as a 
sun porch when the chicks are 
small, and later will protect older 
birds from storms and summer 
sun. It can be supplied with feed- 
ers and water troughs and thereby 
made still more useful. 

But even tho it will cut your 
chore time, equipment doesn’t 
think or plan. You’ve got to do 
that yourself. 

Of greatest importance is con- 
trolling the house temperature so 
far as is possible. This means giv- 
ing the birds the needed room as 


they grow. It’s odd but true that 
a majority of farm _ producers 
crowd their birds. 


Half a square foot of floor area 
is sufficient for chicks under eight 
weeks old, but when they are nine 
to 10 weeks of age they need a 
whole square foot. 

When they reach 12 to 14 weeks, 
they should have at least two 
square feet if they are left in the 
brooder house, where ventilation 
is often poor. In the summer shel- 
ter on range, one square foot is 
minimum. 


Remember to put range 
feeding and watering equip- 
ment in the shade. Otherwise, 
the birds won't use it during 
the hot part of the day as 
much as they should. 


Find some shade trees, shrubs, 
or a corn field where the birds 
will have adequate protection from 
the sun. 

It may be some trouble to shut 
the birds up at night, but it is 
worth all it costs. When the 
houses are crowded at night and 
the birds pant for breath, it is a 
temptation to leave all doors and 
windows open. 

This may be done safely if you 
cover all doors and windows as 
well as ventilator openings with 
three-fourths-inch hardware cloth. 
This will keep out animals which 
might kill birds or cause them to 
stampede, and sparrows or swal- 
lows which carry pests such as 
red mites.—W. R. Whitfield.

Ronnie soon was back with the 
saw, and Frank had got the rope 
from the barn. 

“Head her into the corner, Ron- 
nie. I’ll get this rope on her and 
we'll soon be rid of those horns.” 

“Pretty big to handle, isn’t she, 
Dad? Maybe we ought to take her 
over to the Johnsons. They have 
a set of stocks for holding an ani- 
mal for dehorning.” 

‘Bosh! That’d take too much 
time.” Then the heifer moved into 
the corner, and Frank slipped up 
quietly, dropped the rope around 
her neck.

Sticks Up For 
Hog Slopping 

To the Editor: Referring to your 
article on “Slop Barrel Not Out of 
Date” (WF&IH, April 7): 

It_has been a number 
since I have raised hogs, but at 
one time I did market over 2,000 
head a year and I was a great be- 
liever in slop, especially for sows 
and little pigs. And I think the 
slop trough we used was less of 
a nuisance than the one you pic- 
tured in your article. 

Our troughs were equipped with 
dividers made out of old castoff 
%-inch iron pipe, fastened with 
hinges and a clasp over the top 
of the trough so the eating space 
was partitioned off for the indi- 
vidual hogs. This seemed to make 
less crowding and fighting. 

We also used a four-inch galva- 
nized iron pipe thru which to pour 
in the slop. When we poured di- 
rect from buckets or tank hose, 
it always caused a lot of fighting 
among the pigs to be the first one 
to get to the head of the trough. 
With the four-inch pipe running 
the length of the trough, with four 
to six openings cut in the pipe, the 
entire length of the trough filled 
up at the same time.—Robert H. 
Dart, Sacramento, Calif.

One Day To Get Rid 
Of Dead Animal 


To the Editor: What is the 
law on disposing of dead ani- 
mals?—G, E., Mitchell County, 
lowa. 


No one owning or caring for an 
animal that has died is allowed to 
let the carcass lie around. Accord- 
ing to Section 167.18, Code of Iowa, 
1950, he is required to dispose of 
the carcass within 24 hours after 
death. 





Strange Dogs Kill 
His Sheep 


To the Editor: I have lost 
sheep from time to time over 
the past three years to dogs. 
What can I do to protect my 
sheep?—F. G., Monroe County, 
Iowa, 


First. you have the right to de- 
stroy any dog caught in the act of 
worrying, chasing or killing your 
sheep or other livestock or fowls. 
This applies whether or not the 
dog is wearing a license. See Sec- 
tion 35.127, Code of Iowa, 1950. 

A domestic animal fund has 
been established under Iowa law. 
This provides that if you are dam- 
aged by killing or injury of any 
domestic animals or fowls by 
wolves or dogs not owned by you, 
you can file a claim for damages 
with the county auditor. You must 
file the claim within 10 days of 
the time you find out about the 
damage. 

It is doubtful if you could re- 
cover for sheep killed in the past. 
But if you lose any more sheep, 
you should file a claim in accord- 
ance with Chapter 352 of the Code 
of Iowa, 1950. 

In the meantime, try to get your 
animals to bed down close to your 
farm buildings at night. Some 
sheep raisers have been able to 
protect their flocks by keeping a 
cow and young calf with the flock. 
Nothing protec-

Farm Group Wants 
Fireworks 
To the Editor: Can an organ- 
ized group of farmers shoot 
off fireworks on their own 
property?—H., B., Story Coun- 
ty, lowa, 

Yes, if they get a permit from 
the proper authorities. See Sec- 
tions 732.17-19, Code of Iowa, 1950, 
which you may see at the office 
of any county officer. 

Section 732.18 provides that it 
shall be unlawful for any person 
or firm to sell or shoot off fire- 
works except that the council of a 
city or town or the trustees of any 
township may grant permits for 
fireworks displays. 

Permits may be granted to or- 
ganizations such as fair associa- 
tions, amusement parks, munici- 
palities, and other organizations 
or groups of individuals meeting 
approval, when the display would 
be handled by a competent op- 
erator,

tor on the road? All he would 
be doing is driving the tractor 
to some of our land half a mile 
away, to do field work.—E. R., 
Dubuque County, Iowa. 


No person. with certain exemp- 
tions, is allowed to drive any mo- 
tor vehicle on a highway in the 
state unless he holds a license, ac- 
cording to Iowa law. 

One of the exemptions applies 
to a person while operating a farm 
tractor or implement of husbandry 
to or from the home farm build- 
ings to any adjacent or nearby 
farm land for the exclusive pur- 
pose of conducting farm opera- 
tions. 

From your description, it seems 
that your son could operate the 
tractor from the home place to the 
field without a driver’s license.

Control Mastitis 


“Follow-through” is as important in 
disease control as it is in sports. 

Dr. H. S. Bryan, University of Illinois 
College of Veterinary Medicine, 
“follow-through” is especially 
sary in case of mastitis in dairy coy 
Medication alone may temporarily co 
trol the disease. But unless you folk 
with. good management, mastitis 
probably show up again. 

A few of the more important steps in 
good management are: 

1. Hand-milk infected cows, and milk 
them last. Disinfect teat cups between 
cows. Wash udders before milking. Do 
not use teat tubes and dilators. 

2. Leave machine on cows only 3 to 
4 minutes. Keep vacuum pulsations at 
recommended settings.

3. Reduce chances of infection. Use 
deep bedding to prevent injuries. kh: 
move obstructions in barn and yard that 
might injure udders. Treat udder a 
teat injuries promptly. Avoid muddy 
lots. Don’t buy infected cows. 

4. Feed cows properly. Reduce grain 
rations of infected cows, and supple- 
ment with bulky and laxative feeds

Aftosa Nearly Licked 


Return of Maj.-Gen. Harry H. John- 
son, co-director of the joint U. §.- 
Mexico campaign against aftosa (hoof- 
and-mouth disease), to his job with a 
Texas oil company marks virtual end 
of the successful drive against the dis- 


ease. 
The campaign, run by Johnson and 
Oscar Flores of Mexico, got under way 


after aftosa had swept across 16 Mexi-

can states and was within 250 miles 
of the Texas border. 

First step in the campaign was a 
gigantic slaughter program to get rid 
of infected animals. Along with this 
went a widespread publicity drive to 
break down the violent opposition of 
most Mexican farmers to the slaughter 
program. A new canned-beef industry 
was built to provide a market for ani- 
mals formerly exported to the U. §&. 
and other countries. 

Meanwhile, a new hoof-and-mouth 
vaccine was developed. In late 1948, 
the tremendcous job of vaccinating all 
susceptible animals in Mexico three 
or four times got under way. By last 
summer, more than 60 million separate 
vaccinations had been made. 

Then the campaign’s emphasis was 
shifted to inspection, to prevent iso- 
lated outbreaks. First flareup cams 


Jalisco state in December, 1949, and 
was quickly stamped out. The lid 
stayed on until a year later, December 
1950, when a small herd in Vera Cruz 
developed the disease. ~ Again the out- 
break was quickly isolated and eradi- 
eated, and there have been no out- 


breaks since. 

Hiowever, the inspection program will 
be continued for some time. But U. & 
expenditures’ in the program have 
dropped to around half a million dol- 
lars a month, compared with a peak of

Ten-Day Iowa Fair 


Iowa’s first 10-day State Fair, sched- 
uled for August 25 thru Labor Day, 
September 3, will offer cash premiums 
totaling approximately $148,000, which 
are among the largest in the history 
of the State Fair. 

The new fair dates will find the ex- 
position opening on Saturday instead 
of Friday, and running an extra three 
days—thru a week from the following 
Monday instead of closing on Friday as 
has been the case in the past. 

The 10-day program means some 
changes in livestock judging sched- 
ules. Junior livestock events, held the 
first two days of the fair in past years, 
now will follow open-class events, 
with the baby beef show, climax for 
young exhibitors, scheduled for the 
second Saturday instead of the first. 

Exhibitors in the State Fair’s” na- 
tional swine show will be battling for 
nearly $20,000 in cash prizes. In open 
breeding classes, $1,120 each is being 
offered for six breeds—Polands, Spot- 
ted Polands, Durocs, Chester Whites, 
Hampshires and Berkshires. Open pre- 
miums for Hereford hogs will be $760, 
with $500 each for Tamworths and 
Yorkshires. 

In addition, futurity premiums of 
$800 for each breed are being offered 
to Iowa breeders of Polands, Spotted 
Polands, Durocs, Chester, Hampshires, 
Berkshires and Herefords. The Spotted 
Poland China show also will feature a 
$1,000 junior futurity for exhibitors 
under 21 years of age, plus $143 in 
special classes. 

The Towa State Fair market barrow 
show offers $4,000 in premiums to Iowa 
exhibitors only. The premium list in- 
ciudes $450 for Polands, $500 for Du- 
rocs, $400 for Chester Whites, $300 each 
for Spotted Polands, Hampshires, Berk- 
shires and Herefords, and $150 each for 
Tamworths and Yorkshires. In addi- 
tion, $300 is being offered in the class 
for crossbred or grade barrows. An 
extra $865 will be paid by breed asso- 
ciations. Entries in the market barrow 
show must have been farrowed on or 
after February 1, 1951, 

Nearly $37,000 in premiums will go 
to winners in the State Fair’s national 


cattle show. Prize money includes 
$7,250 for Herefords, $3,910 for Short- 


horns, $1,740 for Polled Shorthorns, 
$3,000 for Angus. In dairy breeds, 
$3,075 each is offered for Holsteins, 
Jerseys, Guernseys, Brown Swiss and 
Ayrshires. In dual-purpose competi- 
tion, Milking Shorthorns will get $3,446, 
and Red Polls $1,177. 

Almost $7,000 is being offered in the 
draft horse and mule show, of which 
$3,970 will go to draft horses, $1,020 
for mules, $970 for draft geldings and 


mares, and $900 in the team-pulling 
contest. Belgian show premiums will 
total $2,220, Clydesdale entries will 


split $1,750, Classes for Shetland ponies 
carry another $1,500 in premiums. 

The Iowa State Fair poultry show 
this year is expected to be the largest 
ever held. Cash prizes will total $8,670, 
with production classes getting $986, 
market egg entries dividing $300, mar- 
ket poultry, $1,080. In breeding divi- 
sions, premiums will be $903 for Amer- 
ican breeds, $252 for Asiatics, $817 for 
Mediterraneans, $645 for English, $280 
for miscellaneous breeds, $1,275 for 
bantams, $544 for ducks, $320 for geese, 
and $768 for pigeons. 

More than $29,000 in premiums will 
be offered to Iowa farm boys and girls 
exhibiting and competing at the State 
Fair. This includes $20,000 on 4-H live- 
stock, divided this way: $6,692 on baby 
beef, $1,979 on beef heifers, $2,532 on 


dairy heifers, $3,719 on pigs, $758 on 
lambs, $796 on colts, $535 on poultry. 
FFA members will vie for $2,271 on 
pigs, $1,272 on lambs, $600 on dairy 
heifers, 

In addition, 4-H boys will compete 


for $750 in agricultural club demonstra- 


tions, and $400 in livestock judging 
contests. Girls will compete for $2,200 
in home economics exhibits, $1,800 in 


demonstrations, and $200 in style re- 
vues.

Hogs May Eat Burs 


Any pasture or field intended for the 
use of hogs should be thoroly inspected 
for cockleburs before the animals go 
into it, advises Dr. S. W. Alford, Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, 


Altho hogs don't ordinarily eat 
cockleburs, livestock held in dry lot 


during the spring will eat almost any 
kind of green forage the first day on 
pasture. Alford says the cocklebur is 
most poisonous just after it comes thru 
the ground and the two pale green 
leaves are unfolding. 

At the first sign of sickness and 
death in the herd the first day on pas- 
ture, Doctor Alvord advises removing 
hogs from pasture and calling your 
veterinarian,
